A plan will be unveiled 
tonight to consolidate Glades 
General and Pahokee's Hospi- 
tals. 

Everglades Regional Medical 
Center Administrator Don 
‘Anderson and Glades General 
Hospital Administrator 
Michael Layfield have jointly 
signed a statement that will be 
read at the Tri-Cities meeting 
March 28 at Belle Glade City 
Hall. The meeting is scheduled 
for 7 p.m. 

In the statement, the two 
men say they have come up 
with a consolidation plan that 
will "eliminate the need for 
taxpayer supported special 
subsidies from the Palm Beach 
County Health Care Special 
Taxing District at both hospi- 
tals." 

Mr. Anderson said the plan 
has not been presented to the 
two hospital boards yet, but he 
has been meeting. with Mr. 
Layfield to set the groundwork 
for the possibility of consolida-

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Patience is a virtue when 


predicting the weather

“Patience is a virtue, Mr. 
Lyons,” That was a phrase I 
heard often as a youngster 
at St. Augustine’s Elemen- 
tary School in Columbus, 
Ohio. At least once a day, 
sometimes more often, one 
of my teachers would pass 
on that advise to me. 

It usually followed some 
act of anarchy (talking too 
much) involving a co-con- 
spirator (my best friend in 
second grade) and me dur- 
ing one of our classes. 
“Patience is a virtue, Mr. 
Lyons,” my instructor would 
remind me. 

My teachers would be hap- 
py to learn that I am now a 
very patient man thanks, in 
a large part, to my job. 
Patience is a virtue is an 
expression that often 
applies to our weather in 
Florida. I've learned that if 
we are patient Mother 
Nature often does what we 
want her to do. 

Our drier than normal dry 
season is a good example. 
January and February were 
positively arid-less than 
half an'inch of rain fell in 
some areas. Brush fires 
re popping up all over the 

te driving people from 
their homes and shutting 
down major highways. 

We were thirsty. We need- 
ed a good cloudburst. Then, 
the calendar turned to 
March, and the heavens 
opened up. Patience is a 


virtue. 

I knew our March showers 
were coming because of 
satellites and radar's and 
sophisticated computers but. 
some folks knew it was 
going to rain simply by lis- 
tening, They heard the 
showers coming. They heard 
the rain on the Weather. 
Wires. 

The Weather Wires are 
telephone or electrical lines 
that some people claim can 
predict the weather. Any 
electrical or telephone wire 
can be a Weather Wire if the 
right person is around to 
hear them vibrate. The the- 
ory behind the Weather 
Wire is simple: the wires 
pick up the storm's vibra- 
tions hours before the storm 
arrives on the scene. 
“Veteran Weather Wire 
experts have even assem- 
bled a list of guidelines to 
forecast the weather. If the 
wires produce a light hum- 
ming it means that the 
weather will be damp. A 
deep humming noise sug- 

rd 


gests that light rains are 
expected to follow, and if the 
Weather Wires produce a 
high, shrill note it means 
brief periods of heavy rains 
are just around the'corner. 
Yet, the Weather Wires do 
more than foretell a coming 
rainstorm - it can also pre- 
dict tomorrow's tempera- 
tures. A person with keen 
hearing and a good sense of 
direction may be able to 
guess changes in tempera- 
ture based on the way the 


, Weather Wires make their 


noise, 
If'the wires are humming 


from a Northerly direction _ 


it is supposed to mean that 
the temperature will rise 
soon. À humming from the 
South indicates the mercury 
will drop. ` 

Does it work? As crazy as 
it sounds, researchers did 
look at the phenomenon, 
Several experiments showed 
that the sound from the 
Weather Wires is actually 
coming from a strong gust of 
wind-not some storm sup- 
posedly several miles away. 

Still, a gust of wind and a 
darkening sky are signs 
that a storm is brewing. 
But, until I see a meteorolo- 
gist standing near a tele- 
phone wire with a hand 
cupped to his ear, Weather 
Wires will just be another 
interesting element of 
weather folklore,

| Some $1: million in tax revenue is collected from the ad vale 
oremeaxpayers in the Glades by the-Palm:Beach County Health 
Care Spbéial/Taxing District. Since our'consolidation plan elimi- 
nates the need for subsidy to be paid to the two hospitals, it is 
our hope that the district allocates at least that amount for con- 
sideration of the extraordinarily high amount of indigent care in

Remember when breakfast cereal ads touted 
the health benefits of fiber in whole grains? 
Health experts still advise eating more fiber for 
lower cancer risk - but most, Americans seem to 
have stopped with breakfast, because surveys 
show we still don't get enough fiber from gus 
for good health. 

The U.S. Department of Agriculture tells us we 
should eat 6 to 11 servings of grain products per 
дау, Research studies show that a high-fiber diet 
can help lower our caneer risk, according to the 
American Institute for Cancer Research. But if 
six servings sounds like more than you can eat, 
take another look: one serving is only a half-cup 
of rice, for example, or one slice of bread. And 
with the great variety of grains now available in 
most supermarkets, eating plenty need never be 
boring. 

Choosing whole wheat versions of breads, 
spaghetti, pretzels and pancakes is a good start 
to getting more whole and fiber in your 
diet. A slice of whole-wheat bread has about 
three times the amount of fiber than white bread 
('wheat” bread is often only flavored to taste and 
look like whole-wheat bread; make sure whole- 
wheat flour or whole-grain flour is listed first in 
the ingredients) Rye and pumpernickel breads 
have about three times more fiber than white 
bread. 

Here is a guide to some of the more unusual 
and nutritious grains that can make healthy eat- 
ing delicious and interesting. 

Bulgur, a whole-grain form of wheat, provides 
four grams of fiber, three grams of protein, 17 
grams of carbohydrate, plus iron, thiamine and 
niacin in each cooked half-cup serving. Tabouleh, 
a Middle Eastern salad of tomatoes,, cucumber, 
parsley and bulgur tossed with olive oil, lemon 
juice and garlic, is probably bulgur's best. known 
form in the U.S. However, it is delicious served 
hot as an alternative to rice or potatoes, and 
cooks | quickly. "

Brown rice contains three times more fiber and 
vitamin E and three times more magnesium than 
white rice because the bran layer is not removed. 
It's delicious cooked in low-fat broth instead of 
water, and its nutty taste gives it a heartiness 
and makes it a good accompaniment to шй 
flavors like curry, red wine sauces, and vinai- + 
grette salad dressings. 

Buckwheat (also know as kasha) is actually a 
grass, but it looks cooks and tastes like a grain. 
Groats, the pale kernels in the buckwheat shells, 
are used most often as flour in pancakes, biscuits 
and muffins. However, groat# make a fine break- 
fast cereal and are a good substituté for fice or 
pasta. Add one cup of groats to two cups boiling 
water or broth, then cover, reduce heat, and sim- : 
mer about 15 minutes or until the liquid is 
absorbed. Kasha is made from roasted and hulled 
buckwheat kernels and has a light brown color 
and toasty flavor. 

Barley is available in whole-grain form as ‘pot 
(Scotch) barley. Refined pearl barley is white and 
translucent with its husk removed, while whole- 
grain pot barley provides more fiber because omy 
the outer layer of the husk is removed. You can 
get quick-cooking barley to avoid soaking the reg- | 
ular kind overnight before cooking. Barley's ' 
chewy texture is delicious in pilaf, stir-fries or 
stuffing, and can be used to flavor and thicken 
soups and stews. 

Many other types of grains can liven up your 
menus, including couscous, quinoa, wild rice, and 
whole-wheat pasta. Using whole-wheat flour as a 
substitute for all or part of regular white flour 
also adds fiber and nutrients to your baked 
goods. It's also easy to add a spoonful or two of ї 
sweet and crunchy wheat germ to cereal, baked 
vegetable dishes, fruit desserts and yogurt.

‘Tract in Indian River County, the 
Eustis Muck Farm and Walker 
Ranch in Lake County and the 
south Florida area, except for 
Lake Okeechobee. 

On Lake Okeechobee, a 13- 
to 18- inch protective slot limit 
will take effect. It will require 
anglers to release all bass 
between 13 and 18 inches long. 
Anglers will be allowed to keep 
five bass per day outside the 
“slot”, with only one fish over 22 
inches long. 

For Orange and Lochloosa 
lakes, there will be a 15- to 24- 
inch slot limit for bass and a 
three-fish daily bag limit. 

In addition, Lake Jackson will 
go to a 15- to 19-inch slot limit 
replacing the current 13- to 17- 


inch slot limit 

GFC Fisheries Director Dr. 
Jerry Shiremam said the intent 
of the mew regulations is to 
restore the lakes’ bass fisheries 
to the prominence they reached 
50 years ago. 

"We're trying to restore the fish 
populations in these lakes to lev- 
els attained in the 1940s when 
there were plenty of 16-, 17-, and 
18-inch bass," Shireman said. 
"By comparing data from: the 
1940s and 1980s on lakes 
throughout the state, it has 
become obvious that these larger 
fish are much less abundant." 

Shireman attributes the 
decline of big bass to several fac- 


tors such as habitat loss, long ` 


periods of stabilized water levels, 
intense fishing pressure, high- 
tech fishing equipment and 
Finglers who target larger fish. 

Other regulations include 
catch-and-release on seven Ocala 
"National Forest lakes. Anglers 
will have to immediately release, 
unharmed, all bass in Crooked, 
Wildcat, Grasshopper, Lou and 
Echo lakes and Quarry Fish 
pond and Hopkins Prairie. 

The once famed national forest 
lakes produced some of the best 
bass fishing in the state and the 
nation in the 1960s and 1970s 
when fishing pressure was low. 
But, after having been discov- 
ered these small lakes now are 
nearly void of any big bass.

PANDA, which stands for 
pregnant and addicted, is a 
live-in treatment center oper- 
ated by the West County Men- 
tal Health Clinic. 

Executive Director Joseph 
Amato said a fundraiser Feb. 
23 helped raise $51,000 for 
inside furnishings and the 
HRS Health and Human Ser- 
vices gave $213,000 toward the 
building. Another $200,000 
came from the Palm Beach 
County Housing and Commu- 
nity Development. 

The residential program 
offers 90 to 120 day treatment. 
for women in need of on-going 
treatment and education in a 
supportive and structured liv- 
“ing environment. While in the 
PANDA program, women learn 
about their chemical depen- 


dency, relapse prevention, and 
nutrition for themselves and 
their babies. They are offered 
adult education and vocational 
counseling, HIV education, 
testing and counseling and 
parenting skills. 

They are provided legal and 
financial education and access ф 
to community services as well 
as housing assistance. 

PANDA clients are accompa- 
nied to court appearances by 
an Intervention Special- 
ist/Court Liaison professional, 
who’ acts às their advocate, if 
needed. Before clients are 
admitted to the PANDA pro- 
gram, those who need it are 
required to receive detoxifica- 
tion/medical screening services 
at the Crisis Stabilization Unit 
of Western Palm Beach County 
Mental Health Clinic.
